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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed on 5/9/06 and 7/24/06 are 
acknowledged. However, the DO 288234; DE 69322206; DE 9406227; JP 2220453; JP 
367187; JP 10339743; JP75197; JP 7273509 and JP 63160355 have not been 
considered by the examiner because the applicants fail to provide English abstracts for 
the non-English-language documents in the IDS accordingly to 37 CFR 1 .97, 1 .98 and 
MPEP § 609. It has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to 
therein has not been considered as to the merits. Applicant is advised that the date of 
any re-submission of any item of information contained in this information disclosure 
statement or the submission of any missing element(s) will be the date of submission for 
purposes of determining compliance with the requirements based on the time of filing 
the statement, including all certification requirements for statements under 37 CFR 
1.97(e). See MPEP § 609.05(a). 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 1, the chuck (20) is recited to have a first conductive member with a 
support surface; however, the first conductive member and the support surface are not 
clearly defined in the specification. Applicants only mention a partially encircling 
conductive member 33 in the specification. Is this conductive member 33 a first 
conductive member? Moreover, the claimed second conductive member (24) is recited 
to be electrically interconnected to the support surface, however, in the specification. 
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the second conductive member (24) is disclosed to be connected to the transmission 
28. Is this transmission 28 a support surface of the first conductive member? 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

3. The drav\/ings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claimed first 
conductive member and the support surface must be shown and labeled or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In the claim, the function for the second conductive member is unclear. Since the 
second conductive member is recited to be electrically interconnected to the support 
surface, it appears that the second conductive member just is a wire or cable for 
transmitting the test signal to the support surface. The recitation " wherein said second 
conductive member is electrically interconnected to a test signal of said electrical 
device" is unclear because it is not specified where the "test signal" comes from. Is the 
"test signal" from the electrical device or from the test instrument as shown in the 
drawings? Claims 3-10 are dependent on claim 1 and are rejected accordingly. 

5. Claims 1 and 3-10 are free from art rejection.
